them. But when died, last Saturday, 
age 100, leaving behind legacy from 
which myths are made years state 
judge, activism extending from Teddy 
1912 campaign Selma 
‘65 and the Vietnam-era protests 
had somehow become, remained 
the end, uncommonly common man. 
least simple man: devout, dedica- 
ted his family and his principles and 
the law. was town elder whose town 
happened any place earth where 
injustice and violence persisted. And 
just happened care more, more, and 
live longer than most. 

The Brooks family came Massachu- 
setts, from England, 1631. century 
and half later, 1881, Lawrence 
Graham Brooks was born prominent 
professor ahd Unitar- 
ian minister from Roxbury, John Gra- 
ham Brooks, and Helen Lawrence Apple- 
ton Brooks. was imbued with the 
humanitarianism the Unitarians and 
championed the church throughout his 
life (years later, would say that his ac- 


tivities behalf the church were: 


only court appointments 
lend his 84-year-old body the civil- 
rights struggle there, explained his 
was, after all, moderator the Unitar- 
ian-Universalist Association, which 
the Reverence James Reeb Boston, 
white minister who had been bludg-

the Malden Evening News re- 
ported the time, gave three other 
reasons for being there: 
judge and hate injustice. Two, love 
country and hate the image this action 
Selma creating throughout the 
world. Three, father-in-law, 103 
years ago, was asked Governor And- 
rews recruit Negro regiment, which 
did, and served its colonel, 
receiving wounds the Battle Antie- 
tam which disabled him and gave him 
scars carried his death. think 
father-in-law, wherever may the 
great beyond, will gratified know 
that his son-in-law with you tonight 
Selma.” 

Without pretense fanfare, re- 
turned Malden two days later and went 
immediately his courtroom, where 
meted out stiff sentences two young 
shoplifters. 

The law and his faith. citing these 
his preeminent commitments, Brooks 
neglected mention family. Un- 
doubtedly, regarded this concern 
given; his life, surely was. 1912, 
married Susan Hallowell, 
Quaker.

They climbed again 
their anniversary each year through- 
out most the years they had togeth- 
er. 1962, 81, even Judge Brooks had 
admit Mt. Washington had become too 
much. instead, led grandchild- 
ren the 3056-foot Doublehead Moun- 
tain, Jackson, New Hampshire, where 
Brooks maintained sprawling retreat.

And the occasion his retirement

Such understanding the legisla- 
tive process sufficient for afternoon 
idle civic interest. Unfortunately, the 
average state level sophistication 
not substantially greater. The pomp 
and mystery surrounding the process 
which bill becomes law confound all but 
few the public’s elected officials 
those few who have risen the posi- 
tions knowledge and power that are 
jealously guarded once they have been 
reached. the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture, leadership positions are full 
perks, not the least which the priv- 
ilege knowing what the hell going 
on.

Thus was with some astonishment 
that returning legislators were greeted 
Monday morning with late-filed bill 
sponsored Bulger and McGee. The bill 
would limit the use outside sections 
matters involving money, prohibiting 
their use for administrative political 
change. With this submission, Bulger and 
form necessitated their own abuses. 

During the summer recess, wide- 
spread reports that Bulger had used the 
outside sections fight turf war over 
political appointment the Boston 
Housing Court went long way toward 
discrediting the legislature’s relatively 
good standing with the public when re- 
cessed, July.

People have been wandering 
roads and oxen paths since civil- 
ization began. this country, 
writes Paul DiMaggio

were generally better educated, 
more politically radical, and more 
hostile the status quo than their 
older companions. 

During the roaring ‘20s, which 
saw the explosion the automo- 
bile culture, society changed 
dramatically, and 1927, the 
New York Times was calling 
hitchhiking, 
Laws began passed and cam- 
paigns waged against the hitch- 
ers, who were seen settled citi- 
zens being parasitic best, 
murderous worst. 

The face the road changed 
again the 1930s. not 
much that more 
hiked during the 
writes DiMaggio. grim 
earnestness replaced the insou- 
ciance earlier years. The smil- 
ing college boys and their flapper 
girl friends disappeared and were 
supplanted teen-age mothers 
and old men going home 
Poverty wandered the highways. 
Crime hitchhikers increased, 
and the end the decade, al- 
most half the states had pro- 
hibited hitchhiking. 

When the Depression les- 
sened, for short time carefree 
spirit returned the roads. Col- 
leges formed clubs and held mara- 
thons. But World War made 
hitching again practical 
matter, especially among military 
personnel. 


Hitchhikers the 1950s were 
few. been born during the 
Depression and had grown 
during the war. They sought 
exhilaration and escape, and fol- 

slowing Jack Kerouac’s the 
Road, published 1956, were 
dubbed the Beat Generation. The 
seeds planted the Road 
didn’t really blossom, though, 
until the late ‘60s. 

one knows exactly when 
that hitchhiking community be- 
gan take shape. One long-time 
hitcher, now his mid-30s, re- 
members traveling out west the 
summer 1968, and feeling that 
sudden, there were all 
these people the road who 
going 

The community never had 
headquarters. convened in- 
terstate-highway entrance ramps, 
roadway rest areas, and over 
coffee and thick, American-flag 
joints thousand scattered 
campgrounds. But there were way 
stations, including the com- 
munes and ashrams and other 
centers what has since become 
the more stable culture called 
New Age. 

thumbed across the con- 
tinent twice, during the summers 
1970 and the latter 
journey traversed Canada, and 
the hideaways 
that best remembered are those 
the Canadian hostel system. 
Canada has long seemed 
saner country than ours. dec- 
ade ago, the same time 
were ravaging Asia, 
Canada was carrying trade and 
other relations with Hanoi. Cana- 
dians were wondering whether 
gone crazy. And Canada 
was safer place hitchhike: 
were 
helpful and its people seemed 
friendlier. 

This last attitude had appar- 
ently informed Canadian de- 
cision set hostel system. 
Working the sensible, bene- 
volent theory that the thousands 
young Canadians who were 
unemployed, restless, and wan- 
dering the highways needed 
homes away from home, the na- 
tion established more than 100 
hostels, spanning the continent, 
the late ‘60s. Most were run 
the government, and for cents, 
you got place sleep and, of- 
ten, two meals. The hostels were 
set YMCAs, church 
buildings, universities, and 
former prisons. They were 
popular that many them had 
three-day limits (often ignored) 
stay. 

The hostels were wonderful 
social clubs and refuges for hitch- 
hikers (and drivers) every na- 
tionality. People met, exchanged 
road stories and addresses, and 
recharged for further traveling. 
The built-in anarchy the more 
loosely run places occasionally led 
problems, abuses some 
who found easy rip off the 
community. 

The state the Canadian hos- 
tel system today illustrates the 
diminution. 
1973, the government got out

the hosteling business. Those 
hostels that didn’t close were 
taken over the private, non- 
profit Canadian Hosteling As- 
sociation (CHA), which now 
operates places the sum- 
mer, the rest the year. 

Canadian officials say that the 
number migratory young 
people has dropped off drama- 
tically the past decade, and that 
Canada’s population, like ours, 
getting older, settling into jobs, 
acquiring cars, and becoming in- 
creasingly likely take advan- 
tage air rail special rates. 
Canada too, has seen decrease 
long-range auto travel brought 
about rising gas prices. 

These days, CHA members pay 
for one hostel stay 
(nonmembers pay $6), and meals, 
there are any, cost more. 
CHA Technical Director Kerry 
Moynihan says that fewer people 
are using hostels than the past, 
that new ones have been 
opened, and many existing ones 
have been made smaller.

This 
multitude people looking for 
rides prompted 
Ecology Action Front 1969 
institute program called 
People’s Free Wheels (PFW). 
PFW bought two surplus vans 
from the Post Office, painted 
them the political colors the 
day (including those the North 
Vietnamese flag), and began pick- 
ing people for free. Castle- 
man was one the volunteers 
who drove the vans. its peak, 
PFW had people driving for it. 

Bruce Marshall, now 36, was 
charter member PFW, and 
towards the end; and his wife 
the time ran the whole opera- 
tion.

Many those who left home 
take the road found that 
embarked the most in- 
tense learning experience their 
lives and that they would never 
again the same. 

Many city kids got their first 
taste the country; country kids 
encountered their first big cities. 
Some took the highways 
with idea what were do- 
ing how live. remember 
standing alone turnpike en- 
trance ramp Hershey, Penn- 
sylvania, dusk fell the first 
night first trip. began 
panic. recall thinking, 
God, this it. going get 
through this? Will have sleep 
the side the road? 
ended spending the night 
moving car. 

Each experienced any 


first outdoor fire, took 
first shit the woods, pan- 
handled, learned for myself that 
there really were couples who 
picked hitchhikers order 
proposition them. And, stretched 
grass yards off the Trans- 
Canada Highway Saskatche- 
wan, with eyes scanning 
cloudless moonless dome night 
sky for shooting stars, dis- 
covered the shimmering white- 
columned magic the Northern 
Lights. 

Most hitchhikers came feel 
that more central their pursuit 
than cars thumbs was fate. 
This feeling dawns the first time 
that you get ride literally sec- 
onds after you arrive spot, 
and end spending four unfor- 
gettable days with the people. 
after few rides have come pre- 
cisely the moments 
most needed. when you look 
back month traveling and 
ponder the tremendous web 
circumstances that brought you 
this place this time.

Very few people hitching long 
distances just stuck their thumbs 
out; they had all kinds tech- 
niques and axioms. always 
thought that drivers liked you 
were walking you hitched 
showed you were purposeful 
sort. Whenever could, take 
post where motorists could 
see well advance, and al- 
ways tried establish soft, 
friendly, vulnerable eye contact. 

Almost everyone used signs. 
One duplicitous schoolteacher 
from Phoenix with whom trav- 
eled for few days carried at- 
tache case that held signs for use 
when was hitching alone.

Toward more perfect union

union was weak, 
membership more than 100 and 
its treasury down $4. But the 
women touched the concerns those 
100 members numbered close 20,000. 
When the word went out for meeting 
discuss grievances, the women were 
eager, and 2000 them crowded into the 
meeting hall. 

The speeches went and on. For two 
hours, those who saw themselves-as lead- 
ers spoke women whose upbringing 
had counseled against making waves. But 
enough was enough. teenager, some- 
what frail kid, rose recognized. Her 
name was Clara Lemlich, and unlike most 
the women the hall, she had been 
picket lines. working she 
yelled Yiddish. tired listening 
speeches. are here decide 
whether shall shall not strike. 
move that general strike declared 
now!” 

The subsequent strike 20,000 shirt- 
waist makers New York City 1909 
did not bring immediate victory, but 
did create 10,000-member organization 
that joined the ranks the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union 
(ILGWU). The history that union 
history American women who took 
lot crap from bosses, cops, strike- 
breakers, judges, and jailers. From its be- 
ginning, 1900, its soldiers have been 
women first Yankées, then Jews and 
Italians, later Portuguese, French Cana- 
dians, blacks, Hispanics, and Chinese. 
And from the beginning, its top leaders 
have been men. 

Yet the ILGWU one the more 
progressive unions America. gen- 
eral, women are invisible organized la- 
bor. The recent newspaper pictures 
labor. leaders reviewing the Labor Day 
parade New York City and the video- 
taped footage union moguls doing 
token picket duty with striking air-traf- 
fic controllers show men. There might 
have been women attending the recent 
convention the United Brotherhood 
Carpenters and Joiners Chicago, but 
pictures the rank and file listening 
President Reagan’s speech show row af- 
ter row men. 

Organized labor still largely man’s 
game, despite more than 
worth labor history that has witnessed 
women working almost everything 
from domestics riveters. The cigar-rol- 
lers’ union may gone, but the cigar 
chompers are still running the organ- 
ized-labor shop. And sometimes not very 
nicely. Last week, for example, the Wall 
Street Journal reported female coal 
miners who can hack the physical work 
but have problems dealing emotionally 
with guys who resent them, make passes

There are more women the labor 
force today than ever before. They show 
married, divorced, widowed, young and 
old, with children growing, already 
grown, just starting out the womb. 
blue- and white-collar jobs. 
They work high-technology assembly 
lines look-alike suburban plants, and 
behind typewriters and computer con- 
soles look-alike high-rise office build- 
ings downtown. They wash floors, dress 
and cut hair, and wait tables. 
They are junior-high dropouts and grad- 
uate-school graduates.

country. That work force could increase 
million 1990, yet only 2.5 
million office-machine operators, typ- 
ists, secretaries, bookkeepers, and other 
clerical workers are union members, and 
almost half those are men.

ployees International, United Auto 
Workers, United Steelworkers, and the 
Communication Workers America 
after the clerical workers. Married 
women who used look upon office jobs 
something short-term part-time, 
join union are now increasingly for 
the long haul.

Some unions are learning slowly 
change their organizing techniques and

putes and organizing efforts across the 
country, nurses, and office 
workers have found their voices while 
searching for square deal. 

Eleven the vice-presidents that 
make the executive board the 
American Federation Teachers are 
women. The Board sets the union bud- 
get, hires staff, grants local charters, and 
acts court appeal for local union 
disputes and staff grievances. The lucky 
union leader out front the current Bos- 
ton Teachers Union (BTU) dispute with 
the school system woman, Kathleen 
Kelley, BTU president. 

Nurses, still mostly women, are less in- 
clined than formerly accept stoically 
what they regard too much work for 
too little pay. Nurses’ unions have en- 
gaged job actions across the country, 
and the people front, the ones quoted 
the papers and television, are 
women. Last month local the Massa- 
chusetts Nurses Association shut down 
most Cape Cod Hospital for days 
before signing new two-year contract 
that included 10-percent wage increase 
for the first year. 

The teachers, the nurses, the office 
workers are the new blood supplies 
needed infuse the labor movement 
with life. They and their sisters have 
proven their worth battles hard 
anything else encounter the ter- 
rain labor-management negotiations. 

When urban neighborhoods rise 
fight what residents perceive threats 
their very existence, women, more often 
than men, are the front lines. They 
lead the picket lines, the road- 
blocks, the strategy sessions. They rise 
first speak loudly and effectively 
public hearings, challenge the author- 
ity bureaucrats, elected officials, and 
private interests almost all whom are 
usually males. Women have fought air- 
port expansion, highways; high rises, 
liquor licenses, truck routes. They have 
fought for stop lights and crossing guards 
and against school closings. They led the 
fights for and against court-ordered bus- 
ing. 

They lose often they win, but the 
point that they fight. And pre- 
cisely what the overweight, staid labor 
movement needs right now some fight- 
ers, some Clara Lemliches who are

Kasdan wrote the screenplays 
for two the most lucrative films 
movie history, The Empire Strikes Back 
and Raiders the Lost Ark; wrote the 
screenplay for Continental Divide; and 
has attracted much attention with Body 
Heat, his first film director, which 
also wrote.

Barthelme’s

recent interview with Donald Bar- 
thelme published the Paris Review, 

the word that keeps coming mind 
“sane.” Barthelme talks, for instance, 
about one his most depressing stories.

everything else, but what was doing was 
writing story. Merrily, merrily, merrily, 
man who rows the boat from 
where the balance best, plainly. Yet 
Barthelme’s work, the years since 
his first stories began appear has more 
often than not taken the wildest ex- 
tremes.

Lawrence Kasdan must have gone 
through something resembling the above 
machinations while writing the script for 
Continental Divide, and that accounts for 
most the pleasures and short- 
comings. This light, beguiling enter- 
tainment, but falls far short the great 
and even the pedestrian romantic 
comedies the and Libeled Lady 
Rib it’s not. And first 
glance, it’s difficult see wrong. 
talking about how Kasdan 


has brought lapidary technique back 
screenwriting. His stories are carefully 
wrought, devoid of.loose ends and gaping 
holes. His scripts have all the qualities 
associate with good screenplays: colorful 
subsidiary characters, witty dialogue, 
clever turns plot. But witty and 
clever predictable ways. his screen- 
plays for The Empire Strikes Back, 
Raiders the Lost Ark, Body Heat, and 
Divide attest, Kasdan has 
affinity for the old movie genres.

dom. should recall this when- 
ever regaling Merv Griffin 
with anecdotes, plans, card tricks, and 
Father Mapple readings from the 
Bible. Suppose that God were 


only second-rate conjuror, 
plagued all those seeking sal- 
vation, eternity, and command- 
ments. That the only way 
understand how the voice from 
the mountain Welles’s voice, 
grave, eloquent, moved 
itself that started mocking 
early age opts for the wicked 
slyness that endorses cheap wines 
and makes them sound like the 
honey the gods. 

The Welles retrospective 
should include all his commer- 
cials: can believe that let 
anyone else direct them? They are 
all bogus grandeur, emotion ut- 
terly compromised self-con- 
scious style. Welles was Tanta- 
lus who could not touch great- 
ness without feeling its odious 
slime. But has always said that 
the money from those asides 
enabled him make his larger 
projects. they are worthy, too, 
and just characteristic. every 
ad, Welles like his own crea- 
tion, Mr. Arkadin, the grease- 
paint tycoon: anxious over- 
awe, fearful being found 
out. And Welles was deeply 
formed his horror bore- 
dom, then why scorn the 
things, the one-day diversions 
that took thought rehear- 
sal, and which might seem blessed 
the magic spontaneity? 
They say that the old days with 
his Mercury Players com- 
pany dedicated quicksilver 
would sometimes walk into 
radio studio moment before air 
time, toss aside his cloak, and 
read leading role perfectly. His 
was always talent amaze, 
stamina that one could match. 
was beast charging through 
20-hour days, making magic, and 
leaving collaborators exhausted 
his wake. Welles could any- 
thing long made people 
gasp. the craving the 
magician, and that’s why Kane 
fires Jed Leland and then com- 
pletes the damning review 
Mrs. Kane that the drunken Le- 
land had begun.

ocal artists may continue regret 
that Boston not New York (that 

is, the art center the world), but 
the audience for art here has reasons 
glad. true that you can see just about 
any kind art any time the year 
New York, but the contemporary art 
scene there caught whirl mer- 
etricious fashion. Boston, the other 
hand, though harder see (or 
guess) what officially fashionable, 
just easv see wide spectrum art 
that spans every level accom- 
plishment and celebrity. 

The easiest way find your way 
around the Boston art scene start 
with the art institutions. Since the 
recent opening its new West Wing, the 
Boston Museum Fine Arts (465 Hun- 
tington Avenue, Boston, 267-9300) 
more than ever the premier art institu- 
tion New England.
